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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 



The reply filed on 5/24/10 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): In applicants election dated 12/5/06 
applicants elected to have the species of formula 1 and R and R' of formula 1 to be 
alkenyl groups, which applicants acknowledge again in their Remarks filed 5/14/10. 
Applicants further state that they have removed the recitation of "alkenyl groups" and 
that supposedly tetramethylene sulfone and butadiene sulfone read on the elected 
species from the election dated 12/5/06. The instant specification does not provide a 
definition for alkenyl, a search for alkenyl resulted in a definition for alkenes which is 
provided below: 



Acyclic branched or unbranched hydrocarbons having one carbon-carbon double bond 
and the general formula C„H 2 „ . Acyclic branched or unbranched hydrocarbons having 
more than one double bond are alkadienes, alkatrienes, etc. 



Using ChemDraw 12.0 Name to Structure conversion the following structures were 
acquired: 



alkenes 




Butadiene Sulfone 



tetramethylene sulfone 



Both of the above structures are cyclic sulfone structures, which means they do 
not fall within the above definition. Furthermore tetramethylene sulfone does not have a 
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carbon-carbon double bond, which is also required by the above definition. Therefore 
neither tetramethylene sulfone or butadiene sulfone fall within the original elected 
species and because applicants have removed the recitations of "alkenyl groups" and 
"vinyl sulfone" (which read on an alkenyl group) from the claims and none of the 
sulfones that are currently recited read on the originally elected species, all of the claims 
are withdrawn from consideration based on the originally elected species and there are 
no claims to examine in the application and therefore applicants reply filed 5/24/10 is 
non-responsive. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03. See 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 . Since 
the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH 
or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
